It is to be a 
mile aud « half long and to begin at 
the northeast corner of the southeast 
quarter of 25, 1G, 1 east, running iu a 
westerly directioiu. to the center of 
section 26. This year the petition wa8 
presented to tho highway commission- 
ers of the township, Isaac Jouuiugs, 
Daniel Zittrell aud E. R. Moffett The 
commissioners rejected the petition 
and tho case was appealed to a com- 
mittee from the county board which 
was composed of Supervisors Ward of 
Wheatlaud township, Hucker of Oakley 
township and Van Colder of Harris- 
town. 


The supervisors together with the 


attorneys, petitioners and a large iinni 
ber of residents met yesterday ou tlie 
site of the road and the evidence in 
the case was beard. Kelson & Whitley 
ore the attorneys for the highway 
commissioners. 
Judge Nelson was

cently returned from the Philippines, 
haa presented to the ordnance depart- 
ment an interesting device by which 
the Filipinos utilized old Eemington 
cartridge shells to enable them to fire 
Mauser bullets from Kemington rifles 
Capt. Eastman says that many of tht 
insurgents are supplied with Iteming 
ton rifles, but they have nothing 1>ui 
Mauser ammunition. Large quantities 
of empty Remington sheila are to be ob 
tallied, however, and to make the Maus 
er cartridge fit the Uemmglon rifle thej 
cut a hole in the head of the exploded 
Remington shell and insert the car 
tridge so that the latter has an outei 
jacket which fits without trouble in 
their guns. In a measure .this accounts 
for the inaccurate firing of the Fill 
pinos. The bullet is too small to tak« 
the rifling of the Eemmgton gun, sc 
that it is impossible to fire them with 
any degree of accuracy. 
The bullet 


frequently flattens out in its passage, 
and when it does strike makes a verj 
ugly, jagged wound. At other tlmej 
it expands so that it jams the gun and 
makes it useless.—N. Y. Sun.

Curiously enough, the existence of this 
blind spot was not discovered by acci- 
dent, and nobody ever suspected it un- 
til Mariotte reasoned from the con- 
struction of the eyeball that it must 
exist and proceeded to find it.

shoes of some precious, mjj*al, richly 
decorated and beaiiiig their coat-of- 
arms. Quite lately the earl of Onslow 
forwarded to J. E. \Vhitehouse, the con- 
stable of Oakham castle, a new horse- 
shoe, richly decorated, bearing the in- 
scription: 
"William Hillicr, Fourth 


Earl of Onslow."
